1. Claims 31-38, 40-44, 53-60, 71 and 72 are allowable. Claims 45-50, previously 
withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement, require all the 
limitations of an allowable claim.

Reasons for allowance: 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Wreschner et 
al (WO 9603502A2; International Publication Date: 8 February 1996; IDS 03/10/2004) 
teach mucin-derived proteins (MUC1 proteins, in particular), in addition to antibodies for 
the detection, imaging and therapy of human cancer using antibodies directed against 
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MUC1, but do not teach the monoclonal antibodies as claimed in the instant claims. 
Wreschner et al do not teach the method of treating a subject or a method of screening 
a subject for cancer with the claimed antibody.
